sails Proposal as Unfair 
to Souths 


MACON, Ga., May 23.—(/)—wW. 
D. Anderson, president of the Ame- 
rican Cotton Manufacturers Associa- 
tion, today appealed to southern con- 
gressmen to oppose a reduction of the. 
tax on jute and called for a com- 
munity of interest between farmers 
of the south and the west. 

Anderson reviewed the processing 


| tax of 4.2 cents a pound on cotton 


which he said meant $21,000 a bale, 
and a compensating tax of 2.9 cents 
a pound on the first processing of 
jute into bags and a like amount on 
the processing of jute yarn into cer- 
tain twines. 

He said soon after the 
tax on jute was established by the de- 
partment of agriculture, Senator 
Borah “launched a tirade” against the 
tax on behalf of the potato growers 
of the west-and that the “jute people 
are. again pressing a movement to 
have. the tax either eliminated or re- 
duced.” 


In order to give some measure of 
protection to cotton growers, Ander- 
son said, it might cost the farmers 
of the west slightly more ro sack: 
their potatoes, wheat and other vrains 
but the south would repay the in- 
creased cost in purchases and

buying public would pay the bill gen- 
erally, just as it is paying the proc- 
essing tax on cotton. 

He contended Borah’s attack repre- 
sented the “touchy attitude of some 
of our friends in the west” who over- 
look the fact that in attacking cotton 
they are making an attack on not 
only on the chief money crop of the 
south but on the crop which is the 
chief export crop of the United States. 

“There should be more of a com- 
munity of interest between the farm- 
ers of the south and the farmers of 
the middle west and west.”

ASHEVILLE, N. C., May 23.—(#) 
The Southern Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association today adopted a_ resolu- 
tion favoring establishment of a news- 
print plant in the south by private 
enterprise and directing its president, 
E. K. Gaylord, of the Oklahoma City 
Oklahoman and Times, to name a 
committee to “take steps for the ac- 
complishment of this plan.” 

The committee to be named by 
Gaylord was given authority to 
approach publishers to assure con- 
sumption for the proposed plant's ont- 


put. 

The words “private enterprise” 
were inserted in the resolution after 
it reached the convention floor upon 
motion of Emanuel Levi, of the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal. who said he 
could not support any move to put 
the government in competition with 
private enterprise. It was pointed 
out that the amendment would not 
——o the government aiding in 
inancing a private concern. 

Clark Howell Sr., of The Atlanta 
Constitution, told of the sucess at- 
tained by Dr. Charlies H. Herty in 
producing satisfactory print from 
slash pine in experiments conducted at 
Savannah. 

The principal other action taken at 
the convention's closing session was 
to lay tentative plans for a $20,000 
campaign to advertise the south and 
its resources. 

The advertising campaign will be 
carried out if the fund is raised by 
voluntary contributions. The resolu- 
tion favoring it suggested that the 
publishers contribute on the basis of 
$10 for each 1,000 circulation of their 
newspapers.

GEORGI'S DEATH RATE 
$ LOWEST IN HISTORY 


Abercrombie Tells Health 
Board 1933 Rate Was 10.3 
Per 1,000 Population. 


Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, state direc- 
tor of public health, told the annual 
meeting of the board’ of directors Wed- 
nesday that Georgia's death rate in 
1933 was 10.3 per one thousand pop- 
ulation, the lowest death rate ever 
recorded in the state. 

This low rate was recorded despite 
the fact that the year 1933 was ush- 
ered in with an influenza epidemic 
and ended with an .epidemic of pneu- 
monia’ and measles, with whooping 


cough: showing almost twice as many 


deaths as the previous year. 

Dr. Abercrombie reported that 
great gains had been made in the 
treatment .of typhoid fever, tubercu- 
losis and maternity deaths. 

"The typhoid death rate was placed 
at 83 per one thousand population 
for the year, the lowest rate ever 
recorded in Georgia. The tubercu- 
losis death rate was 59.4 per one thou- 
sand population, which was the. low- 
est since the establishment of the bu- 
reau of vital statistics in the state. 

Dr. Abercrombie reported a decid- 
ed downward trend in the tuberculosis 
death rate during the last .14 years. 

The maternal death rate, he said, 
showed a decrease of 21 per cent dur- 
ing the year. The rate was 9.7 per 
one thousand population in 1932 and 
7.7 last year. 

Diseases of the heart showed a de- 
crease of 3 per cent over 1932. The 
death rates from cancer, suicides and 
homicides for the year 1932 showed 
increases. 

The public health director said the 


cancer death. increases. were. because 
of better diagnosés and that increases 
in the death rate from suicides and 
homicides may be expected during 
eras of economic depressions, 

The infant death rate under one 
year of age shows’ a decrease of 1 
per cent, yet the death rate per 1,000 
live births shows an increase of 4 
per cant, which Dr. Abercrombie said 
indicated that birth registrations were 
not up to date.

BIRTH REGISTRATION 
MEMORIAL TO HARRIS 


Every Family in State Mail- 


ed Card for Recording 
Vital Statistics, 


As a memorial to the late Senator 
William J. Harris, the federal bureau 
of the census, co-operating with the 
State board of health, Wednesday 
launched in Georgia one of the most 
ambitious birth registration cam- 
paigns ever undertaken in this coun- 
try. Dr. Arthur W. Hedrich, associ- 
ate professor in the school of hygiene 
of Johns Hopkins University, assisted 
by Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, state di- 
rector of public health, will be in 
charge of the drive. 

“To Senator Harris, a former direc- 
tor of the census, is due the present 
high efficiency of birth and death reg- 
istration throughout the United 
States,” William L. Austin, census di- 
rector, said in launching the ecam- 
paign, “and it gives me _ particular 
pleasure to institute this campaign as 
a memorial to this great man.” 

Cards addressed to every family in 
the state, have been mailed from 
Washington to record every birth that 
has occurred in Georgia during the 
last 12 months, and when the cards 
are returned, with the requested data 
to the state board of health, they will 
be checked against birth registration 
records already on file there. In cases 
where the births are registered. sou- 
venir certificates will be given the 
parents. 

The campaign will close June 30.

WAGE EARNERS RULE 


NN RECOVERY PRAISED 


Frances Perkins, in Book, 
Declares Worker Must 
Share in Profits. 


NEW YORE, May 23.—(P)— Wage 
earners must receive “a significant 
proportion” of the income of indus- 
try “if recovery is to be achieved and 
maintained.” says Frances Perkins, 
secretary of labor, in her book, “‘Peo- 
ple at Work,” to be published tomor- 
row. 

“The industrial recovery act is an 
economic device made necessary by 
the attempt to maintain a modern 
superstructure of industrial high- 
speed mass production on an inade- 
quate foundation of employment and 
purchasing power,” Miss Perkins says. 

“This is the heart of the recovery 
movement—purchasing power must be 
restored to the groups longest and 
most completely without in order to 
create a demand for goods... 

“If in a given industry the hours 
are not short enough to reabsorb all 
of the wage workers. then further 
reduction must be considered. But by 
keeping always the idea of balance, 
so that the cost of producing an 
article will not be. so high as to put 
it beyond the reach of other wage- 
earners who need it and desire it,

LONDON, May 23.—(4)—British 
financial leaders were pictured in well- 
informed quarters today as being high- 
ly alarmed by the prospect that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s silver monetization 
program will blast their hopes for the 
return of Great Britain to the gold 
standard in the near future. 

Despite the nonchalant attitude they 
assumed toward the American presi- 
dent’s message, financial circles were 
pictured as being thrown into gloom. 

“Financial leaders here have been 
hoping for some time that President 
Roosevelt would head off the silver- 
ites, so there would be no further 
steps in the direction of world-wide bi- 
metallism,” said a well-informed ob- 
server. 

‘“‘Roosevelt’s capitulation to the sil- 
verites will only give new impetus to 
the two-base currency movement, 
which the British distinctly do not 
want. If bimetallism becomes popu- 
lar it may be ‘good bye forever’ to the 
gold standard. 

“At least it tends to forestall the 
hopes and plans of Great Britain for 
return to the gold basis at any time 
in the near future.” 

The informant declared that Britain 
has little interest in silver sales, since 
India is far less a factor in the white 
metal than five years ago and China 
is far more important.

A sensation was caused in London, 
and in other countries, the other day 
when a British colonel, speaking in.

If anyone want- 
ed to punish the men responsible for 
the Franco-Belgian alliance, it is the 
Belgian cabinet that should have been 
picked, not the king. The rumor is 
too silly really to be entertained. It 
is even sillier than that earlier rumor 
according to which King Albert was 
said to have committed suicide.

I have for long been wondering 
what the soviet government is doing 
up there, on the top of the world, 
with ice-breakers and radio stations 
and expeditions and that sort of 
thing. So when the chief of the gev- 
graphic service, his name escapes me 
for the moment, came over to Paris 
to lecture at the Sorbonne before a 
group of distinguished scientists, I 
sneaked in and heard what he had 
to say. What the Russians are real- 
ly doing is trying to forge a passage 
through the Arctic ice seas from En- 
rope to Asia. This much I gathered 
from the learned gentleman’s dis- 
course, before somebody, whose seat I 
occupied, called an usher and had me 
ushered—out. 

It’s an arduous undertaking. The 
first book I ever read as a boy, dealt 
with an attempt of the Dutch to break 
through there. That was in the sev- 
enteenth century. The leaders of the 
expedition were Barentz and Heems- 
kerk. Those two men were my he- 
roes at one time. They founded Spitz- 
bergen and overwintered on an island 
which they called Nova Zembla, which 
is Latin for New Zealand. The Dutch 
had already given the name of their 
province Zealand to what is now the 
British dominion of New Zealand, so 
they used Latin that time. 

Harassed by Spanish and Portu- 
gese fleets, the Dutch decided to see 
if they couldn't get to the treasures 
of India by another route. Heemskerk 
had to give up with his wooden ship 
after two years’ trial. Barentz died 
on the way home. within sight of 
the Dutch coast, having rowed all the 
way from the artcic circle to Amster- 
dam, for they had abandoned. their 
ship amidst the icebergs.

SWEET HARMONY WASHINGTON, May 23.—You cannot be- 


lieve all you hear from Washington. As 

an instance, it now appears that the wrath of the administration will 
not descend, as advertised, upon the heads of all rebellious demo- 
cratic congressmen. , 

Speaker Rainey has, in fact, quietly been striking names off his 
secret blacklist so fast that there are few left. 

One of the names on It was that of a semi-southern democrat. 
Early in the session, he was bitter against the Rainey-Byrnes leader- 
ship and frequently opposed Roosevelt legislation. 

The other day, he made a public statement of praise for Speaker 
Rainey and almost immediately he was appointed to a juicy position 
on the democratic patronage committee. 


ANOTHER PRODIGAL A democrat from a Pacific ‘coast state 


fared even better. He was the No. 1 

man on the original blacklist. 
Recently he paid tribute to the gr-r-reat Rainey-Byrnes_ gen- 
eralship in a speech from the floor. Soon thereafter, Floor Leader 
Byrnes wrote him a letter strongly approving him for re-election. 


HOOPLA The backslapping has replated backbiting sa exten- 

sively that Mr. Rainey recently appeared in the sound 
movie newsreels with a first-term democrat from Montana. Floor 
Leader Byrnes wrote another letter covering four pages of the Con- 
gressional Record (cost to the government estimated at $55 per 
page) praising a gulf states democratic congressman. A Texas 
representative is using letters from both Rainey and Byrnes saying 
how good he is. In answer to an inquiry from the middle west, 
Rainey also publicly approved a congresswoman, although she had 
“opposed the administration on veterans’ legislation.” 

: Such tactics are extremely unusual in advance of the primaries. 
These congressmen are not runnifg for re-election yet, but only for 
renomination as democrats. 

The participation of Mr. Byrnes is even more extraordinary be- 
cause he is chairman of the democratic congressional campaign com- 
mittee, which keeps out of the primaries and acts only after demo- 
cratic nominations have been made. 


CO-OPERATION The reason for it is not hard to find. 


When the house was in revolt on vet- 
erans’ restorations, pay cuts and other matters, an impression was 
created by the party leaders that the revolters were going to be 
made to suffer. Aspiring young-‘democrats out through the country 
thought that afforded a splendid opportunity for them to get elected 
to congress. They announced themselves in great numbers as op- 
ponents of sitting congressmen on the ground that those now hold- 
ing office did not stand with President Roosevelt. 

As a result, the congressmen have been running to Rainey and 
Byrnes on their hands and knees, asking for statements of approval.

Underlying it all is the fact that both the house and the senate 
have a certain cameraderie’and club-like atmosphere on the inside.

For Old Problem. 23—well, it 
has been a 
privilege to spend a week in the south 
and learn all about the negro problem 
and a very fortunate thing for the 
south too because I am likely té solve 
this one every now and again for quite 
a spell, Most northerners do, 
e negro, I have learned, is the 
happiest man in the United States 
and the reason why he is so happy is 
that he is ignorant. I learned this 
while sipping pleasant beverages out 
of nice glassware in attractive sur- 
roundings and in the company of per- 
sons born and raised in the south who 
added that the feeling of the white 
man toward the negro is one of af- 
fection, except, of course, when it 
becomes necessary to lynch him for 
misconduct. In such unhappy crises 
the white man has to dissemble his 
love but he goes through with an un- 
leasant public duty though it hurts 
him more than it hurts the negro. I 
have found that in studying problems 
of this kind it is a mistake to go in 
for field work as the social service 
people call it. Perspective is what you 
need and the perspective from a cool 
veranda is about the best there is.

From Plantation. some farmers 
their ideas on 
the subject but made the fortunate 
mistake of calling first on the owner 
of-a big plantation. He drove me 
around his principality a little while 
and I interviewed two farmers, first 
a negro then a white man. The negro 
said he was a day laborer working 
for six bits a day, 20 years old, mar- 
ried, and not sore at anybody. The 
white man a share-cropper was sus- 
picious and wouldn’t make conversa- 
tion so the boss said, “Now I will 
show you the home of another share- 
cropper.’ A few. minutes later he 
drove up to a big house, rang a bell 
for refreshments and, draping himself 
over a big chair, demanded, “Tell me 
what in the hell are you nosing around 
asking questions about cotton farming 
for, anyway? You are a_ sport 
writer.” 
The interview continued’ into the 
evening and included a slow-motion 
demonstration of the art of killing one 
dice in the game of craps given by a 
negro who had put in every Saturday 
night and most of his wages for many 
years studying to be an expert. He 
was now a master of the dappled 
blocks, able to throw any point with 
his own dice or yours and had with- 
drawn from the cotton fields to a life 
of ease. The perspective on the cot- 
ton farming industry was very good 
from there.

Blessed Ignorance. was fre- 

quently im- 
pressed on me that, although the col- 
ored man is happy in his ignorance, 
efforts are being made to educate him 
out of that blissful state and acquaint 
him with all the miserable worries 
which plague the intelligent white 
man, t seemed a curious way to 
treat a friend, to rob him of his 
ignorance when that is all that stands 
between him and wretchedness. 

It was interesting, also, that in 
Memphis, the colored man is en- 
couraged to regard assassination and 
mayhem as trivial errors so long as 
he selects his victims from his own 
race. The negro shooting scrape or 
cutting is a matter of yawning rottine 
to the police and the fact that people 
who live in so yile a slum as Beale 
street commit so few offenses against 
the white people strikes one as a 
great tribute to their home training, 
tact and control. <A further complica- 
tion in the negro problem is the white 
man’s frailty as a model of honor, 
diligence and general good conduct. 
As the superior being he demands the 
respect of the colored man without, ) 
in many cases, conducting himself in 
such a manner as to command the 
respect of anyone. It is an ambitious 
role which the white man has chosen 
for himself and the negro must select 
very judiciously which of those traits 
of his superior he is to cultivate and 
which he is to avoid if he wants to 
keep out: of serious trouble.

Here she tells 
you why, while substituting for 
Mollie Merrick.)

HOLLYWOOD, WUal., May 23.—A 
reporter asked me a question the oth- 
er day. Apparently, it embarrassed 
him. don't know why. He was try- 
ing to get at something. He lovked so 
tongue-tied and unhappyethat I tried 
to help him out. 

“I don’t see what it is you want to 
know,” I had to confess. 

“Well, this is how it is,” he offer- 
ed, swallowing hard. “I was told to 
get an interview with you. And 
what they want me to ask you is— 
well, doesn’t it take a lot of cour- 
age?’’ 

“Courage ?’” 

“{ mean for you to appear—er— 
well, rather plain and unattractive on 
the screen?” 

_I laughed. He was miserable with 
his effort at gallantry. 

“Now I see. Don’t torture yourself 
any longer. I don’t mind that sort 
of question.” 


As a matter of fact, people always 
seem a little taken aback when I 
tell them I adore the parts I play. 
“Why?” I can hear them saying to 
themselves. “A grizzled srindmother? 
A forlorn, unloved secretary; » wom- 
an, D ae her first youth, whose hus- 
band leaves her for anéther woman, 
because the latter is younger and 
more attractive? The last is my lIat- 
est role. 

But why the surprise? Apparently 
they can’t understand that the satis- 
faction of playing a character not 
created in the ordinary mould far out- 
weighs any consideration of appear- 
ance. That is one thing that has been 
wrong with the American screen and 
the stage—for too long a time, peo- 
ple of talent have been told that they 
must not fail to “look pretty.” Too 
many of them have believed it. 


Roles that make a real demand on 
the creative talents ofa player, man 
or woman, are usually not the “pret- 
ty” nor the “dress-up” roles. The un- 
happy, the unwanted, the unappre- 
ciated souls—they are the ones who 


have real interest for the artist who 
does not wish to fritter away a ea- 
reer in portraying self-satisfied, com- 
monplace or routine figures. 

Take, for instance, the secretary 1 
played in “The Mouthpiece” a year or 
so ago. That girl’s devotion may not 
have been recognized by the man she 
loved, her employer. He may have 
turned from her to an ingenue face. 
But an audience sees through such a 
womans poor little pretenses and de- 
fenses—sees through to her great 
heart. That is, they do if the ac- 
tress is so lucky as to catch the pulse 
of the character. 


Then there was the nurse in “Life 
Begins,” the deserted wife in “Silver 
Dollar” or the poor frustrated fur 
dealer in “Fur Coats.” Superficial- 
ly, perhaps, any one of these three 
women might be said to be “unsym- 
pathetic.” Nothing could be further 
from. the fact. If they are played 
with any sort of truth, and with sim- 
plicity, they are the sort of parts 
which can take a firm hold upon the 
sympathies of an audience. What one 
needs to exercise that hold is a feel- 
ing for the heart within the character 
—a realization that, unattractive or 
not in all externals, each of those 
women feels that sheshas just as much 
capacity for happiness as the most 
beautiful and desirable of her sisters. 
It is what happens to that capacity 
—its fulfillment or the reverse—that 
makes drama, drama _ that everyone 
can understand. 


The young reporter the other day 
seemed to feel that I had been un- 
lucky in the roles assigned to me. At 
least, that was the implication that 
underlay his hesitancy, 

Unlucky? Just the contrary. I hon- 
estly believe that in the wide variety 
of characters entrusted to me, I’ve 
been one 6f the luckiest players in all 
Hollywood. 

In many screen characters, it is 
hard to find a heart. In spite of all 
their defenses, each one of the wom- 
en so far assigned to me has had one. 

Without a heart to reach somewhere 
within the character, there is no hope 
of building a real characterization. 
Very well. Have I been lucky or 
haven’t I? :

Darrow Board Made NoEffort 
To Find Truth, 
| 


Sinclair Claims Hearings 
Were Started With NRA 
Already “Guilty” in 
Minds of Probers. 


NEW YORK, May 23.—(4)—John 
F. Sinclair, dissenting member of 
Clarence Darrow’s national recovery 
review board, said today that the ma- 
jority of the board, dominated by its 
chairman, had in the course of its 
hearings interested itself only in de- 
structive criticism of the NRA. 

It had made no proper effort to 
learn all sides of the controversies 
over the effects of the codes, he de- 
clared. 

Meeting reporters at the Bankers 
Club, Sinclair asserted, “I have at- 
tended many hearings but I- have 
never seen such improper procedure 
as took place during the hearings 
held by the board. Critics of the 
codes were permitted to teseify for 
hours, while witnesses who endeav- 
ored to answer them were given scant 
consideration.” 

Didn’t See Report. 

Sinclair, who filed a one-man mi- 
nority report, explained that he sub- 
mitted it to the other five members 
of the board, and invited any to sign 
who wished, but that he never saw 
the majority report, which has since 
stired up such a storm of controversy 
in Washington, until it was published. 

Sinclair, who had since tendered 
his resignation from the board, al- 
though it is still unaccepted, said that 
only two executive meetings of the 
board to discuss procedure were held, 


| and that the result was that the 


chairman personally employed advis- 
ors and made decisions. 
Socialist Retained. 

At a meeting in April, after word 
had been received from the president 
that a report was desired on April 15, 
Sinclair said he urged the board to 
begin drafting its report, and was 
informed by Darrow that he was ar- 
ranging to retain Charles E. Russell, 
one-time socialist candidate for gov- 
érnor of New York, to write the re- 
port. 

From the start, Sinclair continued, 
“IT urged the employment of compe- 
tent counsel, familiar with the legal

“It has pandered to the worst 
element in our political and eco- 
nomic life,” the resolution said, 
“If its members are not conscivus 
of these facts they are victims of 
arch stupidity and have forfeited 
their right to continue to function 
as a governing agency.”

charged monopolistic abuses ‘and op- 
pression under NRA codes. 

He parried questions at his bi-week- 
ly press conference concerning the re- 


port and tossed at reporters a Latin 
phrase which means “it speaks for 
itself.” 

Nevertheless, those who recalled the 
chief executive's recent observation to 
the effect that business could not be 
depended upon to purge itself of its 
own iniquities, saw in the forthconi- 
ing conference the first move by the 
White House toward wholesale’ code 
revision. 

The federal trade commission, one 
of the participants in the proposed 
conference, has been extremely critical 
of some industrial codes, especially 
the steel agreement. In a report to 
the senate it condemned the “basing 
point” system through which the steel 
companies arrive at freight costs. 

A copy of the Darrow report was 
given to the commission for study 
and report. Its findings were not 
made public along with those of the 
NRA on Monday. Nye demanded 
that this be done. He insisted also 
on publication of the department of 
justice's observations on the Darrow 
report. 

Wagner Backs NRA. 

One voice was lifted for NRA. It 
was that of Senator Robert F. Wazg- 
ner, democrat, New York, chairman 
of the national labor board. 

“The new deal,” he said, “has ac- 
complished too much to fear destruc- 
tion by its enemies.” 

Wagner said that “it can suffer 
only if-its friends clothe it in per- 
fection and scorn the advocated im- 
provement.” He praised the attain- 
ments of General Johnson and the 
entire recovery administration but 
urged that a definite program directed 
at raising wages be adopted and push- 
ed vigorously. ’ 

Commenting on the Darrow sup- 
plemental report, which said socialized 
control of industry was the only hope 
of the American people to conquer 
the depression, Wagner said: 

“We are not going this far. The 
recovery program affords us an op- 
portunity to solve economic problems 
of unprecedented perplexities without 
departing from our liberal traditions 
and accustomed folkways. It recon- 
ciles liberty and law in an American 


way. 

While the senate debate raged. 
the review board had trouble of its 
own. ‘The morning session of a hear- 
ing on complaints against the cotton 
garment code was adjourned in an up- 
roar when Sidney Hillman, leader of 
the Garment Workers’ Union, refused 
to permit cross-examination of a wit- 
ness by board members. Darrow was 
not there, but he took charge of the 
afternoon session. 

Johnson had a long conference with 
Roosevelt on revision of 
steel code and new plans for 
handling codes for service trades ani 
small industries.

Two of the men conféssed, police 
said, that they were members of a 
group which overpowered the owner 
of the ranch, Lieutenant Colonel Jose 
Hernandez and members of his family 
and servants after a pitched battle. 
and then put the survivors to death 
with knives. 

Afterwards they were said to have 
dynamited and burned the ranch 
buildings, throwing the bodies into the

sent to congress soon by President 
Roosevelt in the form of a message. 

That, however, is only one phase vf 
the study by Secretaries allace, 
Ickes, Dern and Perkins, who review- 
ed the nation’s river needs with an 
eye to virtualiy all phases of waiter 
use. 

The report, the president indicated 
today, is general in its terms and ieg- 
islation is not expected at this ses- 
sicn. Some members of congress said 
the chief executive probably would ad- 
vicate a further study with a view 
to action in the next congress. 

Included in the report will be gen- 
eral recommendations dealing wiih 
flood control, soil erosion, marginal 
lands, reforestation and other prob- 
lems related to water use. 

So closely, however, are these fac- 
tors connected to the general question 
of land utilization that a further scru- 
tiny apparently has been decided upon 
by the administration before attempt- 
ing .o take decisive action. 

That political pressure has oficn 
overriden good judgment in the allet- 
ment of rivers and harbors projects 
has long been admitted both on and 
off of Capitol Hill. 

But the report is not expected to 
go beyond a general criticism of past 
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| policies and broad recommendations 
from the future. 
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EARLY VOTE SEEN 
UN ARMS EMBARGO 


House, Senate Body Fa- 
vor.F. D. R. Request To 
Halt Chaco Ammunition 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—@)— 
President Roosevelt's request for au- 
thority to stop the sale of arms and 
munitions intended for the  battle- 
ground of the Gran Chaco received 
expeditious treatment today from a 
congress emphatically in favor of the 
proposal. 

The house unanimously adopted a 
resolution empowering the chief ex- 
ecutive to take such action as a means 
of ending the destructive and disas- 
trous war between Bolivia and Para- 
guay that has raged on the plains 
and in the jungles of the South 
American interior. 

Almost simultaneously, the senate 
foreign relations committee approved 
a similar resolution, and Chairman 
Pittman made plans for obtaining sen- 
ate approval as soon as debate on the 
NRA and the tariff bill would per- 
mit him to call the measure up for 
action. 

Under the leadership of Chairman 


McReynolds. of the house foreign af- 
fairs committee, the resolution was 
put through in 20 minutes. A single 
objection would have delayed passage 
but it was not forthcoming.

Bonnie Parker’s mother, Mrs. Em- 
ma Parker, also a resident of Dallas, 
fainted when informed by telephone 
of her daughter's death. 

Bit by bit, Hamer, one of the best 
known peace officers in Texas, and 
his aides had pieced together a map 
of the highways Barrow was in the 
habit of using. Several weeks ago 
they barely missed the outlaw and 
his companion in this same section. 

Since then, the officers had been 
“sitting and waiting.” 

Barrow, whose custom was to shoot 
on the drop of a hat and to escape 
in high-powered automobiles, was 
wanted in several states for charges 
ranging from small thefts to murder. 
He was accused of killing a dozen 
men, most of them officers.

TWO DILLINGER AIDES 
LOSE BOUT WITH LAW 

ST. PAUL, May 23.—(@)—The law 
won against two more associates of 
Desperado John Dillinger today, while 
the outlaw himself roamed free, out- 
side its clutches. 

A federal court jury convicted 
Evelyn Frechette, his sweetheart, 
and Dr. Clayton May, Minneapolis 
physician, of conspiracy, to hide the 
fugitive, and sentenced each to a 
prison term of two years and to pay 
a fine of $1,000. 

Mrs. Augusta Salt, in whose apart- 
ment Dr. May was alleged to have 
treated Dillinger after he was wound- 
ed in escaping March 31 from an 
apartment where he lived with Miss 
Frechette, was acquitted. 

Mrs. Beth Green, indicted with the 
three whose case was concluded to- 
day, this afternoon was sentenced to 
15 months in prison. She pleaded 
guilty several days before the trial 
started. 

Miss Frechette and Dr. May were 
granted a week's stay of execution 
and their attorneys announced an ap- 
peal would he taken to the circuit 
court of appeals. 

The half Indian girl, who was ar- 
rested in Chicago after participating 
with Dillinger in several raids and 
who said she planned to marry him, 
heard the decision without show of 
emotion. She refused to comment. 
Dr. May, however, said he was “sur- 
prised.” 

The jury deliberated seven hours. 
Dr. May and Mrs. Salt admitted on 
the witness stand «uring the trial 
that they’ had treated the notorious 
fugitive, but asserted they did so in 
fear of their lives. Miss Frechette 
admitted accompanying him in his 
wanderings and escapades, but testi- 
fied all her movements were directed 
by him.

be hard to watch our children go through the same mistakes which we 
went through, it will do no good to pursue them with warnings drawn 
from our own experience. All we can do fs to be worthy of their con- 
fidence and refrain from criticism and recriminations and then in the 
words of the Scripture we may be ‘‘a very present help in time of 


trouble,”’ 


More than this we cannot hope to be. 


We cannot expect to shape 


their ideas or in fact to shape the world which they are-going to live in. 
All we can hope to do is to make them feel that they must be honest 
with themselves and honest with those they care about, living up to what 
they think is right and remembering always that we are not the judgés 
of what is going to make the world a better place for them to live in. 
That we must leave to the judgment of the generation that comes after us. 

Young married people are probably having the greatest difficulty 
meeting the situations of today because they are having to adjust them- 
Selves to each other, which in itself is a difficult task, and at the same 


time they are obliged to mee¥ the 
constant shifting of material condi- 


tions. They do not know from day 
to day what they will have to live on, 

I have in mind a young couple 
with .two children who were living 
on a scale of $4,000 to $5,000 a 
year. The man had a position and 
all was going well. Suddenly he 
lost his position. The girl has an 
income of $1,200 a year which is ‘so 
far fairly well assured. She. is re- 
adjusting her life to the scale of 
$100 a month and he is starting to 
try to build up a business of his 
own, such as he was in before with 
the big company. This is not an 
easy task and requires from both of 
them an immense amount of toler- 
ance and of unselfishness, and an 
understanding of the problem which 
each of them is facing. This cannot 
be achieved without a struggle. 

It is safe to say that the great ma- 
jority of people today are living on 


incomes of from $1,200 to $2,000 
a year. All are put to it to adjust 
themselves to the changes which re- 
quire «character and courage, but 
more than any other group, young 
married people have the heaviest 
load,@not only of making these ma- 
terial adjustments which everyone 
is obliged to make to a certain de- 
gree at present, but of making all 
the adjustments which are always 
el of the first years of married 
ife. 

One of the things which will 
make the situation easier is an un- 
derstanding of what they both want 
out of life. 1 think it is well for all 
of us to take stock at present and 
decide what are the ways in which 
we spend money which mean some- 
thing tangible to our happiness.

LOS ANGELES, May 23.—(#)— 
Roaring across the equator, two navy 
planes from Coco Solo, Canal Zone, 
late today completed a  1,000-mile 
flight to Tagus Cove of the Galapagos 
islands with medical aid for William 
Albert Robinson, Chicago millionaire, 
stricken with appendicitis. 

Safe landing of the plaves at 3:45 
p. m. (Pacific standard time) was 
reported by the Mackay Radio Cor- 
poration here in a message relayed 
from the lonely equatorial  archi- 


pelago by a fishing trawler that for 
two days has been standing by the 
2-foot, round-the-world ketch, on 
which the explorer is confined. 

Naval surgeons, who flew from the 
Canal Zone at dawn this morning, 
were prepared for an immediate oper- 
ation. 

Since Sunday night, Florence Crane 
Robinson, Chicago heiress and social- 
ite bride, has muintained vigil by the 
bunk of her distressed bridegroom in 
the tragic interruption of a honey- 
moon that started las¢ June when the 
little craft sailed from New York. 

Responding to the frantic plea of 
Robinson’s bride, the American navy 
undertook the race against death this 
morning. The planes bearing surgical 
nid hopped from the Canal Zone at 
6:40 a. m., and two destroyers, act- 
ting as guards for the aircraft, also 
were dispatched. 

The navy. aircraft carried medical 
supplies and two physicians, Lieuten- 
ant Commander Rollo W. Hutchinson 
and Lieutenant Oscar D. Yarborough, 
and were in command of Lieutenant 
Commander Herman H. Halland. 

Meanwhile, the socialite bride of the 
critically stricken globe trotter gave 
emergency treatment to her husband 
by applying ice packs, available only 
because the fishing trawler Santa 


Cruz, which carrjes refrigerator 
equipment, came close enough to the 


tropical archipelago Monday night to 
see her distress siguals. 

It was through the wireless of the 
trawler that the outside world was 
told of the plight of the noted traveler 
and his bride, who started a 4,200- 
mile honeymvdn voyage in their little 
honeymoon ketch Svaat last June from 
the Atlantic coast. 

The Metch was anciored in Tagus 
bay of Albemarle island, largest of 
the archipelago, when Robinson, a 
Cambridge (Mass.) textile engineer, 
was stricken. Mrs. Robinson set up 
n distress signal. 

The Santa Cruz responded and 
wirelessed back to the mainland with 
her call for help. The appeal was 
rushed on to the navy department 
in Washington while a Los Angeles 
hospital wirelessed back to the bride. 
instructing her to use ice packs and 
keep her husband as quiet as possible.

We do not need to go to Europe 
to see a sensitive plant, but I happen- 
ed to see one for the first time when 
I was in Belgium six years ago.

sor in a Belgian college of agricul. | 
ture; and he took me on a trip through | 


‘a greenhouse used for growing rare | } 
other lands in South America are na- 


plants. 


Sensitive plants before and after 
touching. 

The professor pointed out this plant 
and that one, telling facts about each; 
hut most interesting of all was the 
sensitive plant. He touched a leaf! 


'with his finger, and in a moment the! 


leaf began to fold! He touched anoth- 
er leaf. and the same thing happened. 

Soon I was touching the leaves and 
watching what happened. They work- 
ed for me.the same as for him, and 
I was filled with wonder. 

What made the leaves fold when. 
touched? So far as is known, no “ord 
has nerve cells or myscle cells; but 


it seems strange that a plant can 
have such’ motion without nerves or 
muscles. . 

Sensitive plants belong to the mi- 
mosa family, which has- about 400 
members. Some kinds of mimosas are 
trees, but the greater number of them 
are bushes and small shrubs. 
Several of the smaller mimosa 
plants are so quick to answer the 
touch by folding that they are classed 
in the “sensitive” group. Brazil and 


tive homes of these plants, and they 
grow wild in warm parts of Africa 
as well, 

Sensitive plants usually grow to a 
height of from one to three feet. They 
have been raised with success in some 
greenhouses in our part of the world. 
The Jeaves are finely divided. Not 
only do they fold up when touched, 
but the leaf stalks drop down as well. 
By touching and shaking them a lit- 
tle roughly. all the leaves can be 
made to fold and droop at once. , If 
left alone after the touching and shak- 
ing, the leaves will open again and 
the leaf-stalks will rise. 

Folding and drooping take place 
in sensitive plants at night: and we 
may say that they sleep while the 
sun is out of sight. 

The sensitive brier, a rose plant 
which grows wild in southern parts of 
the United States, is a relative of 
the sensitive plant. It does not show 
such quick response to the touch but 
will wither if roughly handled. 

There is also the sensitive pea, with 
leaves which move a little after being 
touched: but the movement does not 
equal that of sensitive plants of the 
mimosa family. ; 

Southern Asia has a plant with 
leaves which move up and down with- 
out being touched. This is known as

for the acquisition of other prop- 
erty.” 

Lundvall listed another item of $2,- 
198,865.90 as the amount of write-up 
in the fixed capital of Natural Gas 
& Fuel Corporation when it was or- 
ganized in 1920, and a further item 
of $298,846 in a sale of stock, to give 
the total of $8,167,690 total write-up.

On Air Mail Bill 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—(4)— 
House and senate conferees today 
reached an agreement on the new 
air mail bill to provide that the inter- 
state commerce commission shall de- 
termine and fix rates of pay for air 
mail carriers. 

The commission, however, must fix 
the rates so as to keep total costs of 
air mail after July 1, 1938, within air 
mail revenues and review these rates 
annually. 

Other points on which the conferees 
agreed include: 

The air mail postage rate shall be 


six cents an ounce compared with the 
present eight cents for the first ounce 
and 10 cents for each additional ounce. 

One year air mail contracts may be 
made with payment not to exceed 
33 1-3 cents per air plane mile.

IN YOUTH'S DEATH 


Identification of Victim 
Bares Mysterious Trans- 
continental Phone Call. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 23.—(#/) 
The body of a youth, dragged from 
San Franscisco bay four months ago 
and buried in a Potters field grave as 
“John Doe No. 4” was identified by 
police today as that of Arne V, Gan- 
dy, 20, of New York and Teaneck, 
New Jersey. 

Though police said they were ad- 
vised the youth was a gon of. Curtis 
Gandy, reputedly wealthy. resident of 
the eastern cities,- his family connec- 
tions could not be immediately estab- 
lished by available addresses. 

At the same time, efforts to solve 
the mystery of the youth’s death were 
spurred by information concerning a 
purported long-distance telephone call 
from San Francisco to his mother in 
Teaneck at 4 a. m. last January 10. 
The body was pulled from the bay 
by a dredger the next day. 

Anonymous Caller. 

Police said young Gandy’s father. 
in New York at the time, reported 
the person making the telephone call 
refused to give his name during the 
conversation which included a state- 
ment: “Your son is in a hospital] in 
San Francisco,. He is in bad shape. 
He probably will need an operation.” 

The elder Gandy reported, police 
said, that the mysterious caller also 
declared: “The kid ‘is here and for 
God’s sake forgive him and give him 
another chance.” 

“My wife urgently demanded the 
speaker give his name,” police quot- 
ed Gandy as adding, “and she was 
greeted by a strange laugh.” 


Identification of the body was ac- 
complished through the national bu- 
reau of identification to which San 
Francisco police sent the fingerprints. 
These were compared with prints in 
an identification system kept by the 
Dollar Steamship Company, with 
which young Gandy signed as a mess 
boy for a round-the-world trip on the 
liner President Harrison last Decem- 
ber in New York. He left the ship 
after its arrival here January 2. 

Asked for Discharge. 

Officials of the steamship company 
said young Gandy visited their offices 
here three times during his stay here 
and seemed “tickled with his job 
aboard the ship.” Just before the 
yessel sailed January 5, however, the 
officials said Gandy asked for a dis- 
charge and was paid.

In addition to the mysterious tele- 
phone eall, police said there appeared 
to be conflicting accounts about the 
youth’s movements while in San Fran- 
cisco and there was nothing to indi- 
cate either suicide or a slaying. The 
coroner’s report of an autopsy failed 
to show, due to the condition of the 
body, whether there was any mark 
of violence, 

The body was held at the morgue 
from January 11 to January 31 when 
it was buried in the Potters field.

In Dr. John Rathbone Oliver’s book, 
‘Psychiatry and* Mental Health,” he 
has a chapter captioned “Technique of 
Dealing With Fears and Anxieties.” 
This discussion will give you the very 
suggestions you need and if you fol- 
low them you will no doubt overcome 
your weakness. 


The gist of the whole matter is 
that you,must not let yourself run 
from your fears. You must face them 
and make friends with them. A lit- 
tle boy of 12 is now a patient in a 
psychiatrical clinic that I know about. 
He was afraid of everything, reduced 
to hysteria at any effort that was 
made to woo him out of his fearful 
attitude. He was afraid of animals, 
afraid of people, afraid of the dark, 
afraid of automobiles. Gradually that 
child has been lead out of his prison 
of fear by an understanding teacher 
who is co-operating with his physi- 
cian. When the children stood on the 
platform to si they tucked him 
away in the back row where he could 
neither see nor be seen. Gently they 
eased him up to the second row and 
finally to the front row. The other 
day he actually said a few lines of 
poetry and sang a little song. They 
have taught that child to make friends 
with his fears and he is going to be 
normal because of this scientific treat- 
ment. 


You, who lead your class and are 
thoughtful enough to recognize the 
havoc foolish fear can play in a man’s 
success, will have no trouble in. doing 
for yourself what teacher and phbhy- 
sician have done for this child.

“IT recall once when Fielder Jones 
was tricked by Cobb. Fielder Jones 
had a trick of fielding a ball quickly 
in center and throwing to first. He 
caught a lot of fellows that way who 


had the habit of rounding first on a 
single and going part of the way to 
second. Fielder’s snap throw caught 
a lot of them. 

“This day Cobb singled short and 
rounded first fast. He saw Fielder 
Jones throw and without slowing up 
went on to second. And when the 
ball was at first Cobb was at second 
thumbing his nose at Fielder.” 

Yes, Cobb was the greatest of all 
ball players. 

“I mentioned a recent story in 
which Cobb had been quoted: as say- 
ing if he had it all to do over — 
he would be different—a little softer, 
perhaps.

And that he was prob- 
ably too hard on them.”

MANY OLD FACES 
IN ‘IRON DERBY’

“INDIANAPOLIS, May 23.—(4)— 
Defiant of danger and grumbling at 
restrictions which threaten to curb 
their speed, America’s greatest auto- 
mobile drivers are putting the finish- 
ing touches to their cars for the an- 
nual 500-mile race May 30. 

Many familiar figures are back at 
the track hoping good fortune will 
smile and bring them a share of the 
$100,000 prize money. 

Efforts of racing authorities’ to 
curtail speed have only aroused the 
resentment of the drivers. Not one 
of them but believes he can handle 
his car at top speed on the treacher- 
ous course. Each will concede that 
something might happen to the other 
fellow—but not to him. 


It is not new, ths conflict between 
ithe drivers and the men in charge of 
‘racing. So far, the pilots have been 
victorious, overcoming the obstacles 
to speed by greater mechanical per- 
fection of their motors. 

The newest handicap to extreme 
speed is that of limiting the gasoline 
supply for the race to 45 gallons, It 
means that more than 11 miles to 
the gallon of fuel must be obtained. 

GREAT SPEEDS. 

Early speeds in previous races have 
been around 116 miles an hour. At 
such speed some cars delivered no 
better than eight per gallon. Others, 
moving along steadily at 105 to 108 
miles an hour. have got from 12 to 13 
' miles a gallon, 

To maintain excessive speed on 
their slim rations of gas, the cars 
must be better manifolded and give 
better carburetion than ever before. 

A few years go the drivers had 
single-seater, supercharger - equipped 
speedsters. When the riding me- 
chanic was called back into service 
and the supercharger eliminated, it 
was believed the race would be slow- 
er, yet since that time, with fewer 
valves and carburetors, the record for 
the race has twice been broken! 

Fred Frame, of Los Angeles, in 
1932 set a record of 104.144 miles per 
hour. Louis Meyer, of Southgate, 
Cal.. the 1933 victor, upped it to 
104.162. ; 

Meyer, who first won in 1928, is 
back with a new four-cylinder car.

Net Luncheon Sets Are Smart and Effective 


By FLORENCE La GANKE. 


Lettie was all excitement. Her 
wedding day was not far off and 
the wedding gifts were beginning to 
come in. When she opened one box, 
she said as she saw the contents 
peeking through the tissue paper, “Oh 
this is from Nancy Page. I am just 
as sure of it as if I had seen the 
card this minute.” She was right, too 
for the box contained a luncheon set. 
made of fine white net. 


Nancy had purchased a fine mesh 
in white. She cut the plate doilies 
so they would be 12 inches by 17 
inches when finished. That meant she 
made her pieces 12 1-2 inches wide, 
for a’ quarter inch rolled hem is placed 
at top and bottom. There is a one- 
inch hem at two sides. <A_ small 
amount has to be turned under so 
the net is cut 19 1-2 inches long. 

The napkins are 12 inches square 
when finished. They have one-inch 
hem at one end. The other edges 
are all rolled or turned back into 
a tiny hem. Therefore each napkin 
was cut 13 1-2 by 12 1-2 inches. 

The embroidery on the net was done 
in white. But there is no reason why 
a vivid green or a brilliant orange 
could not have been used for the foli- 
age. The thread used is two strands 
of D.M.C. or equivalent embroidery 
cotton. The stitch is nothing but a 
running one which goes in and over 
meshes. It may be under two and 
over two, under one and over one as 
desired. 

The Greek key design is made to 
fit into the double hems, which are 
an inch wide. The placement of 
them is shown on the doilies and nap-

kins which are drawn on the direction 
leaflet... This may be obtained by fol- 
lowing .the instructions given at the 
end of this column. 

The two cornucopias with leaves 
which decorate the doilies should be 
so placed that leaves are apparently 
spilling into the center of the cloth. 
The design may be drawn on paper 
and then hbasted to the net. The 
outline is plainly visible through the 
meshes and the stitches follow it as 
they go in and ‘out of the net, but 
not through the paper.

The full 
$600,000 endowment, which will be 
used to insure the continuance of 
we ge ts with an able teaching 
stall, 1s contingent upon the raising 
of this $25,000 by the citizens of -At- 
lanta. 

Plans for raising the funds were 
outlined at a meeting Wednesday aft- 
ernoon in the directors’ room of the 
Fulton National bank attended by 20 
business leaders. Mr. Arkwright, who 
presided, cited the importance of some

Company Seeks License for 
Project on Lower 
Tennessee. 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—(2)— 
The legal status of the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority as an agency of the gov- 
ernment with power to act as such 
was challenged before the federal pow- 
er commission today by the Southern 
Industries & Utilities, Inc., at a hear- 
ing on the latter’s application for a 
license to build Aurora dam on the 
lower Tennessee river. 

Counsel for the company asserted 
that the act creating the TVA did not 
authorize it to build any dams. and 
that the Authority’s legal status was 
exactly the same as that of a pri- 
vate corporation so far as the contro- 
versy over Aurora dam was concerned. 

The TVA asked the commission to 
reject the company’s application for 
a license, declaring construction of 


Aurora by a private company would 
interfere with the uniform program 
of development planned by the Au- 
thority in the Tennessee valley. Auro- 
ra is one of four sites scheduled for 
development by the TVA this year. 

The company was granted a pre- 
liminary permit.in August, 1931, and 
claimed that this permit gave it an 
absolute. right to a formal license if 
the conditions of the permit were com- 
ge with, as it claimed they had 
een.
